Harold R. Lee, power manager 
for the Bureau of Reclamation 
at Denver, said it was feared 
that the elimination of the with- 
drawable clause would stampede 
the REAs into reserving power 
far in excess of their current re- 
quirements. 

If that had taken place, he 
explained, the unused energy 
could still have been sold to 
other customers, but ‘only as

Opposition Is Weak. 

| But more important than all 
of this evidence, perhaps, is the 
‘utter weakness of the opposition

| United Fruit, under the gov- 
‘ernment program, is to be paid 
‘in 3 per cent government bonds, 
‘on the basis of the evaluation of 
‘its lands for tax purposes. United 
‘Fruit protests bitterly that the 
‘tax valuation of the lands is too 
low and the bonds of dubious 


value. The United States Gov-.| 


ernment has joined with United 
Fruit in protest in official repre- 
sentations to the Guatemalan 
‘government, thus identifying it- 
self with the years of special 
privileges, exploitation and pri- 
'vate profit which have accumu- 
‘lated against the credit of the 
United Fruit Co. here. 

The fact that United Fruit has 
been more enlightened in its 
| policies in recent years does not 
| serve to destroy it as a symbol 
of past evils. Furthermore, the

On the other side stands the 

opposition, with no real program 


such as the country knew hefore 
‘the 1944 revolution, identified 
with the United States and 
United States commercial inter- 
ests which are very present and 
very powerful. 

Under the circumstances it is 
no wonder that the opposition 
is represented by no more than 
five deputies in a one-House 
Congress of 56 members. 

The opposition attempted a 
violent revolutionary overturn of 
the Government last March 29, 
| but the attempt failed. 

Leaders either fled the coun- 
|try or were arrested. Opposition 
,to the Arbenz government was 
| further weakened and it remains 
today divided, frustrated and 
unhappy. The field has been all 
but abandoned to the Commu- 
nists. In this fact lies the real 
danger in Guatemala. 

Red Influence Effective. 

Communist influence, mean- 
while, is real and effective, 
though for the most part oper- 
ating under a heavy cloak of 
secrecy. It is present in all four 
of the political parties constitut- 
ing the governing coalition, and 
one of the parties, the Labor 
party, is simply the old Commu- 
nist party under a new name. 

There are, of course, no pub- 
lie documents available to prove 
Communist influence in other 
government parties but it has 
been privately admitted by those 
active in the Guatemalan gov- 
ernment. It is further admitted, 
again privately, that an unspeci- 
fied number of Communists are 
in key positions throughout the 
government, directing education 
and welfare programs especially. 

The question whether these 
are “real Communists” or 
“agrarian reformers” need not 
arise. Their comings and goings 
between Guatemala and Iron 
Curtain countries, usually Soviet 
Russia, have been reported with 
admiration and a touch of envy 
in newspapers supporting the 
government. Russia is not in 
the habit of giving lavish hospi- 
tality to Democratic Socialists or 
unorthodox Communists. 

J Manuel Fortuny, 

The name of Jose Manuel For- 
tuny usually heads the list of 
Guatemalan Communists. He is 
one of the Moscow visitors—a 
new delegation of Guatemalans 
,is in Moscow, or on the way 
there, at present—and heads the 
Labor party.

In underdeveloped coun- 
tries the Communists make 
every effort to promote indus- 
trialization. They do so, not as 
a means of improving the stanc- 
ard of living of the people, but 
in order to provide a larger 
proletariat from which the Com- 
munists hope, in accordance 
with their dogma, to draw in- 
creased strength. 


“The continued Communist 
ability to distort the rightful 
role of a free labor movement is 
a factor to give deep cause for 
concern to all friends of the 
rights of laboring men and 
laboring women. 


“It is a challenge to working 
people in all lands to resist the 
treacherous Communist appeals 

“to class warfare and to unite 
with all other groups in the pop- 

-ulation in opposing Communist 

. efforts.” 

~ Numbers No Guide to Strength. 


Numbers alone are not an 
“adequate guide to an appraisal 
~of Communist strength and in- 
- fluence, Wiley says. Commu- 
~mists have proved again and 
- again, he says, how successful- 

ly a small, highly disciplined 
group can wreck any organiza- 
tion. Also, in many instances, 
they prefer to keep the Commu- 
‘ mist party as such an elite small 
group, using other larger groups 
to move society in the direction 
Communists want it to go. 
Particularly in underdeveloped 
countries, where there are rel- 
atively few educated leaders, a 
mere handful of articulate Com- 
munists can exercise, in or out 
of a parliament, an influence 
totally disproportionate to their 
- own strength. 


“Finally,” says Senator Wiley, 
“it should be borne in mind that 
under the quickly changeable 
conditions of today a small Com- 
munist minority can become a 
Communist majority within but 
a short period of time. 

- “Ofttimes some observers pro- 
‘fess to be surprised when Com- 
~munism breaks out in a particu- 
lar area; for example, when it 
won its recent parliamentary 
. majority in British Gniana. Actu- 
ally, a closer analysis will show 


how a particular ‘outbreak,’ far | 
‘ties have cells in labor, 


.from being sudden, actually rep- 
‘resents the fruit of years of in- 
dustrious work by picked Com- 
munist agitators.” 


The numbers fallacy is appar- 
ent in other ways, Wiley says. 
In one country a large Commu- 
nist vote may be no more than 
a protest vote against the regime 
in power; in another it may rep- 
resent the effectiveness of Com- 
munist terror tactics. 

Ultimate Goal Always the Same. 

The ultimate goal of Commu- 
nism remains the same—attain- 
ment of absolute power—but its 
time table differs from country 
to country, and this has a bear- 
ing on what demonstrations of 
numerical strength may appear. 

“Everywherm the illegal op- 
eration represents for the Krem- 
lin the highest priority,” Wiley 
says. “The effectiveness of the 
underground is the ultimate in- 
dex of Communist success in that 
country. Tkus the limited elec- 
toral attainments of the Commu- 
nist party in Great Britain can 
hardly compare to the shocking 
accomplishments of the Commu- 
nists in securing the defection of

Communist Strength Tabulated. 

In tabulating the strength of 
the Communist movement around 
the world, the committee’s study, 
compiled from official sources 
under the direction of Julius N. 
Cahn, committee counsel, groups 
the nations of the world into 13 
regions. These, for convenience, 
can be consolidated into seven. 

What follows is a summary of 
the committee’s observations 
concerning Latin America. Sub- 
sequent dispatches in this series 
will have to do with Western 
Europe, the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, the Mediter- 
ranean countries, Africa, Asia, 
and the Iron Curtain countries.

Communist party membership 
in Latin America, the report 
says, has fallen to about 200,000 
from a peak of about 330,000 in 
the years 1944-47. In 12 of the 
20 countries the party is now 
officially suppressed. In none is 
it an important electoral factor. 

“The Communists, as such, 
have no present prospect of 
gaining control over any Latin- 
American government by elec- 
toral means,” the report says. 
Their direct participation in na- 
tional politics is significant only 
in Guatemala.” 

Followers In Front Groups. 

The Communists have gained 
a larger following through the 
organization of front groups, the 
report points out. They claimed 
to have obtained 8,000,000 signa- 
tures to the phony Stockholm 
peace petition, and claim several 
million of members affiliated 
with the Communist front Con- 
federation of Latin-American 
Workers (CTAL). These claims 
appear to be greatly exaggerated, 
the report says, but it estimates 
the Communists may have the 
“latent sympathy” of a million 
or more Latin Americans. 

“Organizationally,” the report 
says, “they have succeeded in 
establishing reliable Commu- 
nists in key positions in strate- 
gic labor unions and national 
labor federations. ‘The Commu- 
nists have also been able to 
penetrate Latin-American edu- 
cational systems, intellectual 
circles, and those patriotic or- 
ganizations formed to give ex- 
pression to the new spirit of 
ultra-nationalism. 

“So long as Communist par- 
stu- 
dent, intellectual and nationalist 
groups, and Communist propa- 
ganda can play on their drives 
and discontents, as is now the 
case in many Latin-American 
countries, Communist capabili- 
ties in the area are a factor with 
which to reckon. 


Anti-U.S. Objective. 

“The Communist movement 
in Latin America has as its im- 
mediate overriding objective the 
location of political power in 
the hands of groups hostile to 
the United States. 

“With this end in view, the 
Communists are generally sup- 
porting any and all groups that 
pursue an anti-United States 
policy, including some that the 
Communists formerly denounced 
as Fascist and others that adopt 
an anti-United States line as a 
temporary expedient in the 
struggle for votes. 

“The Communist allegiance 
with Fascist-type political groups 
conflicts with Cemmunist slo- 
gans in support of freedom and 
democracy which have been im- 
portant symbols in the Commu- 
nist propaganda offensive. Com- 
munist intransigence in demand- 
ing that political allies follow 
an anti-United States line also 
conflicts with the tendency, of 
most political leaders to adopt 
a less extreme course once in 
power.

Details of the plan were not 
announced. 

Johnston, touring the troubled 
Middle East as Eisenhower's per- 
sonal representative, said his 
talks with Israel Foreign Minis- 
ter Moshe Sharett in the last two 
days had been “very fruitful.” 

Johnston said he hoped the 
Israel government will study the 
plan, keeping an open mind on 
the matter until he can return to 
Israel from a trip today to Da- 
mascus, Syria, by way of Jeru- 
salem. 

Meanwhile, a military spokes- 
man claimed that Arab Legion 
troops fired on Israeli local area 
commanders yesterday as they 
arrived at Budrus village, on the 
central part of the frontier, for 
a pre-arranged meeting with 
their opposite numbers from 
Jordan. 

The spokesman said the com- 
manders retreated without cas- 
ulties.

| MARRIED COUSIN | 


| TO ESCAPE REDS, | 
| GETS ANNULMENT | 


LONDON, Oct. 30 (AP)—A 
divorce judge today declared 
void the marriage of a Hunga- 
rian girl and her French school- 
boy cousin. 

The girl identified only by the 


initials D.M.A.H., said she mar- 
|ried to help her escape Com- 
munism. After the Communists 
took over Hungary she went “in 
fear of her life, liberty and vir- 
tue,” she said, and for many 
months dressed as a boy to es- 
cape the attentions of Russian 
troops. 

Announcing a decree of nulfi- 
ty, Justice Karminski gave this 
story of the marriage: 

The girl, then 18, married 17- 
year-old J.H. in 1949. He took 
time off from school for the 
ceremony, telling his classmates 
he was going to a dentist. 
couple never lived together. 
They always intended to dissolve 
the marriage as soon as possi- 
ble. 

The girl's widowed mother ap- 
proved the scheme as the only 
way to get out of Hungary. 
}After the marriage the girl got 
a French passport and came to 
London. 

The husband, now in France, 
did not contest the case but At- 
torney General Sir Lionel Heald 
opposed a nullity decree, de- 
claring it “would drive a tank 
through the divorce law.” 


TESTS FOR UNDERGROUND 
GAS STORAGE ‘ENCOURAGING’ 


A geological su survey being 
conducted by Laclede Gas Co. 
in north St. Louis county has 
proved “very encouraging,” but 
additional tests must be made 
before engineers can say defi- 
nitely that the area is suitable 
for underground storage of nat- 
ural gas, H. A. Eddins, a vice 
president of Laclede, reported 
last night. 

Addressing a meeting at the 
Engineers’ Club of St. Louis, he 
discussed problems of under- 
ground storage and methods 
used in seeking gas-absorbing 
strata,

PRIVATE “ATOMIC 
POWER PROJECTS 


Says They Should Sup- 
plement Proposed 
Government Plant — 
Plans Legislation. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30 (AP)— 
Representative Sterling Cole 
(Rep.), New York, says private 
development of peacetime atomic 
power should gupplement the 
proposed Government - financed 
industrial nuclear power project. 

Cole, chairman of the Joint 
Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy, told a dinner 
meeting of the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board last night 
that he favors the Atomic 
Energy Commission's undertak- 
ing to build an atomic power 
plant for peacetime use, but 
added: “This is not enough — 
civilian atomic power plants by 
private enterprise should by no 
means be ruled out of considera- 
tion.” ' 

Cole said he plans to introduce 
legislation to help such a private 
development program. He did 
not give details. 


Suggests Mobile Plant. 

Cole suggested also that pri- 
vate enterprise in the United 
States might efficiently produce 
.a mobile atomic power plant to 
be used in disaster areas where 
ordinary power hasbeen cut off, 
Such “floating” units, he said, 
would be free of the cost prob- 
lems faced by conventional gen- 
erating plants. 

Cole said Russia nuclear and 
thermo-nuclear (hydrogen bomb) 
progress necessitates a broad re- 
examination of federal and 
private development of peace- 
time atomic power. 

“To my way of thinking,” he 
said, “nothing would be more 
devastating to our national pres- 
tige than an announcement by 
the Kremlin that the Soviets had 
developed peacetime atomic 
power and were prepared to 
share that development with 
their friends and allies. Such an 
action by the Kremlin would 


strike at the very roots of the 


unity of the free world... .”

But he said this 
evidenced no lack of interest, 
noting that “numerous industri- 
al teams” already are conducting 
research in the atomic power 
field. 

Yesterday, Representative 
Chet Holifield (Dem.), California, 
a member of the Cole Com- 
mittee, told the Conference 
Board meeting it was the AEC’s. 
prodding which forced a start 
on a Government-financed 
atomic power plant for peace- 
time use. He said this action was 
taken despite the Eisenhower 
Administration’s earlier wish to 
let private companies do it.

Controversy arose when the 
national office was informed that 
the bill for a recent convention, 
held here June 22 to 28 at Kiel 
Auditorium, had not been paid. 
The bill amounted to $2671. 

Only $1000 of the total bill had 
been: paid when Current came to 
St. Louis for a special meeting 
Oct. 22, Wheeler said. The chapter 
had not been authorized by the 
executive committee, he said, to 
pay the remainder of the bill 
from the $2400 in the education- 
al fund and $700 in the general 
fund.

Baruch’s 
statement was submitted to a.

“In previous studies of this. 
kind, too much emphasis was | 
placed on tariff reduction as if | 
it held the solution to all inter- | 
national economic difficulties,” 
Baruch told the commission, | 

“One effect of this distorted 
emphasis is to give foreign coun- 
tries an excuse for blaming their 
troubles on the United States 
and, by feeling sorry for them- 
selves, to overlook what they 
must do on their own. ... 


“At present, the lack of stable 
currencies is a far more serious 
obstacle to free trade than tar- 
iff barriers.” 


Baruch said unstable eurren- 
cies make trade “more difficult” 
and tend to force it into govern- 
ment channels. 

“If the energies and ingenu- | 
ities of the multitude of individ- 
ual traders all over the world 
are to be given a chance, as is 
so vital,” he said, “the very first 
requirement is to have a free 
market in currencies. . . 

“Nothing stimulates trade 
more than the knowledge that 
currencies are freely inter- 
changeable. Nothing does more. 
to block the flow of trade, apart | 
from war, than the fact that a 
nation’s currency lessens in val- 
ue beyond its own borders.” 

Baruch said stabilizing the 
value of currencies means that 
nations must show a determina- 
tion to balance their budgets. 

“Are we in the position to 
preach the gospel of economic | 
discipline to others?” he asked. 

Baruch expressed hope that 
the commission's report will not 
be “mere propaganda for lower- 
ing tariffs, useful as that could 
be if properly safeguarded,” 

He said the commission must | 
recognize that there cannot be) 
unlimited tariff reductions with- | 
in a short period. He said neither | 
the United States nor any Euro- | 
pean country would lower tar- 
iffs if doing so would put:a seg- 
ment of its economy out of busi- 
ness. 

Meanwhile, a tariff “protec- 
tionist”. group called for the re- 
moval of Randall on grounds he 
is biased “in favor of foreign 
imports.” 

A resolution calling for dis- | 
missal of Randall was adopted at | 
a meeting of the Nation-Wide 
Committee of Industry, Agricul- 
ture and Labor on Import-Ex- 
port policy. 

The committee, headed by 
O. R. Strackbein, said Randall 
sided with those favoring an in- 
crease of competitive imports in 
his recent book, “Freedom's 
Faith.” 

Randall had no comment on 
the resolution, which also as- 
serted that witnesses before the 
President’s 17-member commis- 
sion were chiefly spokesmen for 
_the free trade point of view.

centers of the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District showed little 
net change from August, the 


Monthly Review of the Federal | 


Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
showed today. 

Activity in business _was still 
at a higher level than a year ago 
and only slightly below the peak 
level reached in the spring of 
this year, the review said. 

Industrial production declined 
somewhat, the review said, with 
only three of the 14 lines of 
manufacturing in the area show- 
ing an increase in September 
over August, The three showing 
an increase were rubber, fabri- 
cated metals and electrical ma- 


mary metals and shoes showed 
gains over September 1952. 

District retail sales in Sep- 
tember and through mid-October 
were somewhat lower than in 
the comparable period last year, 
the review said. 

Farm income in the district 
continued below that of 1952. 
The review explained that this 
reflected a decrease in prices of 
farm products and, to some ex- 
tent, the damaging effects of the 
drouth. 

“With the easing in general 
business activity and reduced in- 
ventory accumulation, loans to 
businesses expanded less than 
seasonally in September and the 
first half of October,” the re- 
view said in reference to bank- 
ing activity. 

Business inventories at the 
end of August were at a record 
level of nearly 79 billion dollars, 
almost six billion dollars higher 
than a year earlier, while sales 
have increased to a lesser ex- 
tent, the review said. “As a re- 
sult of the high levels of stocks, 
business men have become cau- 
tious and reduced their orders. 
There also has been a decline 
in military orders.”

SUMMERFIELD DENIES FIRING

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP) |

field has emphatically denied 
that any “political conspiracy” is 
under way to get UVemocratic 
postmasters out of office. 

He telegraphed Democratic 
Senators Kerr and Monroney of 
Oklahoma yesterday that their 
suggestion of such a conspiracy 
“is entirely unfounded: cannot 
be supported by any evidence or 
facts and smacks of political 
demagoguery.” 

Kerr and Monroney earlier 
this week expressed concern 
about an indicated change in the 
postmastership at Shattuck, 
Okla., now held by V. A. Oates. 
The Senators said that Oates 
had been notified by the Post 
Office Department that it pro- 
poses to remove him “or take 
other disciplinary action.”

There are several reasons why 
the President and Secretary of 
State Dulles and the top offi- 
cials of the State Department 
have reached this conclusion.

Churchill Says Russia’s Refusal 


To Aid Warsaw Began Cold War 


Charges in Memoirs That Soviets Delayed 
Capture to Let Nazis Kill Off Anti-

IR WINSTON CHURCHILL says the cold war began before 
S the shooting war ended with Russia's refusal to give immediate 
aid to Warsaw underground fighters being wiped out by the 


Germans. , 

With Russian troops less than 
10 miles away, the Polish under- 
ground in Warsaw began Aug. 1, 
1944, a battle to seize the city 
from the Germans. The Ger- 
mans turned their “Tiger” tanks 
against the underground, which 
pleaded for supplies from the 
Allies. 


Sir Winston says Premier Sta- 

lin refused the use of Russian 
air bases to Allied planes drop- 
ping supplies to the wunder- 
ground, which also appealed for 
Russian aid. A joint appeal by 
Sir Winston and the late Presi- 
|dent Roosevelt brought this reply 
from Stalin: 

“Sooner or later the truth 
about the group of criminals 
who have embarked on the War- 
saw adventure in order to seize 
power will become known to 
everybody.

Change in Tactics. 

“On Sept. 10. After six weeks 
of Polish torment, the Kremlin 
appeared to change their tac- 
tics,” Sir Winston says. 

“That afternoon shells from 
the Soviet artillery began to fall 
upon the eastern outskirts of 
Warsaw, and Soviet planes ap- 
peared again over the city. Polish 
Communist forces, under Soviet 
orders, fought their way into the 
fringe of the capital. They 
wished to have the non-Com- 
munist Poles destroyed to the 
full, but also to keep alive the 
idea that they were going to 
their rescue. Meanwhile, house 
by house, the Germans processed 
| with their liquidation of Polish 
centers of resistance throughout 
the city. A fearful fate befell 
the population. Many were de- 
ported by the Germans. Famine 
reigned. Out of a population of 
a million nearly 200,000 had 
been stricken. 

“When the Russians entered 
the city on Jan. 17, they found 
little but shattered streets and

Suburbanitis 


When a man from Webster Groves or Over- 
land or Pagedale is a hundred miles from St. 
Louis and is asked where he is “from,”’ he gen- 
erally says “St. Louis.” He does not gay Web- 
ster Groves or Overland or Pagedale. + 

But when the same man is asked to consider 
metropolitan problems here at home, he may 
suddenly be transformed into a devout patriot 
of his own little suburb, as if some invisible 
political boundary were his Maginot line against 
metropolitan decay. 

That is suburbanitis. The attitude is, of course, 
not native to St. Louis. John E. Burchard, city 
planner and dean at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, says his own Boston and nearly 
every city have to rise above this provincial 
thinking to make any progress at all. 

Where does suburbanitis come from? Prob- 
ably from that place which Mr. Burchard de- 
scribed to the League of Women Voters: 


A residential dormitory with no real com- 
munity life, a place from which’many of the 
citizens disappear every working morning 
to return every working night. 


This is not so much a place as a state of mind. 


- It is the residence of the man who thinks St. 


Louis can support his economy and culture but 
need ask little of him in return. Of the man 
who resents the city earnings tax but cusses 
the narrow city streets and disdains its slums. 
Of the man who is proudly “from St. Louis” 
everywhere but in St. Louis. 

No one will say that suburbanitis is an en- 
demic disease here. In the last year or so, 
county and municipal officials and civic leaders 
have co-operated wholeheartedly in the appoint- 
ment of freeholders to deal with several metro- 
politan problems. : 

Yet suburbanitis has helped to muddle the 
earnings tax question, so that St. Louis does not 
even know whether it can continue its present 
publie services, much less plan new ones. 

Visitors here see what people “from” St. 
Louis may not see. A traveler cannot estimate 
the plans for a new airport building or central 
plaza or riverfront park or those expressways 
to be completed 20 years from now. The trav- 
eler sees that St. Louis, unlike Dallas, is not 


raising new towers, and unlike Kansas City is” 


not building expressways, and unlike Pittsburgh 
is not replacing downtown blight with brightness. 

St. Louis, and all people “from” St. Louis, 
can thank their visitor, John Burchard, for be- 
ing frank with them. It would be finer, he 
said, if the famous Spirit of St. Louis meant 
more than the name of a plane and a train. 

The Spirit of St. Louis was the old pioneer 
determination which built this city. before there 
could be any retreat suburbs, and before 
there were suburbs. But today there is no re- 
treat from the problems of the city for those 
who live just outside it. The new spirit of, St. 
Louis has got to be a partnership sverlooking 
boundaries..

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A Seat for India After All? 

It takes a very special combination of patience 
and optimism to represent the United Nations at 
Panmunjom. Arthur Dean, the United States 
envoy conducting the talks preliminary to a 
Korean political conference, seems to have the 
requisite blend of virtues. At least, it has not 
yet been drained out of him., 

Thus after another of the all too familiar 
Communist tirades, he was able to say again 
that he feels the Reds are not nearly as adamant 
as they sound. If so, this may be because Dean 
is emphasizing that the current Panmunjom 
talks really are “open end” negotiations. 

If they will agree, first of all, on a time and 
a place for the political conference, Dean is 
telling the Communists, then he will be glad to 
talk about who should sit around the table. 
There is a hint that there may be some broaden- 
ing of thé U.N. decision made ‘in New York that 
only belligerents—or those willing to admit that 
they supported the Communists — should take 
part. 

This new view now has the support of a State 
Deparjment announcement that the United 
States is considering the admission of India— 
over whose participation there was so much de- 
bate in New York—as an “observer.” The idea is 
that the Indian representative would be allowed 
only to answer questions about the prisoner re- 
patriation program. But the State Department's 
Lincoln White says no final decision has been 
made. So there may be the possibility of even 
wider Indian participation. 

Thus diplomatic maneuvering may bring about 
what our Government felt so compelled to resist 
a few weeks ago. The question is whether the 
ever suspicious Communists will regard this pos- 
sibility merely as a lure, and continue to balk. 
Negotiating at Panmunjom, as we said, takes 
optimism and patience—and in high degree. 
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One Criterion for Defense 

As the Eisenhower Administration's new mil- 
itary advisers shape up the defense budget to 
be presented to the next Congress, they have a 
new reason for making their decisions solely 
on the basis of strategic needs. A study by the 
National Planning Association shows that the 
defense program as now scheduled allows 
plenty of leeway between the burdens it im- 
poses and what the national economy can sup- 
port. 

Defense expenditures are now running at an 
annual rate of 53 billion dollars, and are sched- 
uled to drop to 42 billion in 1956. The Nation- 
al Planning Association finds that the latter 
rate could be raised to 52 billion without in- 
terfering with business. expansion, increased 
consumption and even some tax reduction. It 
holds that defense spending could be pushed 
up to 62 billion without undue strain on the 
economy if taxes were maintained at present 
rates. Only as the level of defense spending 
went over 70 billion dollars would serious 
strains develop, according to the N.P.A. 

This heartening confirmation of the resili- 
ency and productivity of the American economy 
shows that we are a long way from having to

choose between guns and butter. Within limits, 
which have not, been reached, we can have both. 

That does not mean, of course, that the de 
fense program should be inflated without re 
gard to needs. As the N.P.A. says, “Every dol 
lar spent unnecessarily for defense is waste or 
worse.” 

But the other side of the coin is that no eco- 
nomic justification exists for trimming the de- 
fense program to fit a political standard of 
“what we can afford.” The truth is that we can 
afford a much larger program than we are now 
supporting. The sole criterion for judging its 
future size should be the state of the world and 
the state of America’s world responsibilities. 
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No War Is Humanitarian 

The Army’s report on Communist atrocities in 
Korea is substantially the same as a report by 
the Eighth Army published in November 1951. 
The details of,the war crimes cited ate substap- 
tially the same as those which were described 
by returning prisoners last spring. Descriptions 
and pictures together tell a tale of barbaric 
horror whieh reinforces the truth that there is 
no such thing as a humanitarian war. 

The Army estimates that 6113 Americans died 
as a result of war crimes — that is, of death 
marches, wanton massacrés, torture killings and 
other violations of the Geneva convention on 
treatment of.war prisoners. In the nature of 
things, the figure can be only a rough estimate. 
But statistics cannot tell the story in any case. 
It is not the number so much as the character 
of war crimes which shocks and revolts decent 
human beings. 

What can be done about war crimes? The 
Army's report is properly being filed with the 
U.N., so that the whole world may know the 
frightful record. But the possibility of bringing 
the guilty to account is obviously remote. The 
Army prepared material for trial in 43 cases, but 
the accused as well as the witnesses were re- 
leased in the exchange of war prisoners. The 
Army considered it more important to get all 
our own prisoners back than to jeopardize the 
exchange by seeking to hold trials—and so it 
was. 

Since trials cannot be held, the atrocity re- 
port can only be submitted for the record. That 
is justification enough. In releasing the report, 
Army Secretary Stevens said it would convince 
the people of “the need for strong military de 
fenses.” But the people are not such children 
that they have to be convinced in this way. The 
atrocity report stands on its own feet as part of 
a horrible record of inhumanity to man.

Caution on Traffic Changes 
Edwin M. Clark asks some reasonable ques- 
tions about the proposals of some downtown re- 
tailers to change the new master traffic plan. 
The chairman of the Chamber of Commerce 
committee which devised the plan urges caution. 


_ Noting that the retailers say parking restrictions 


have hurt business, he suggests that the city 
should know just how this is so, whether the 
injury to business is limited to, the downtown 
area, and whether lack of parkisg has been the 
cause or something else. 

So far as the public can sée, ‘the traffic plan 
has worked well taward speeding traffic. It has 
helped transit operations too. Undoubtedly it is 
not above improvement and if it has injured 
business, improvements can be found. But the 
plan should not be changed so soon after its 
inauguration without specific justification. Mr. 
Clark’s questions ought to be answered. 


Prosperity in the Middle 
While farmers continue to protest against re- 
duced prices and declining income, the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture forecasts that consumers» 


will spend about the same amount for food next 
year as in 1953. And the cost of living remains 
at its peak level. 

This continued spread between what farmers 
get for the raw material of food, and what con- 
sumers pay for the finished product, is bound 
to claim the attention of Congress as it grapples 
with farm policy in the ceming session. The 
farmer now gets about 44 cents of the consum- 
er’s dollar, according to the Department of Ag- 
riculture, and can hope for no better than 45 
cents next year. 

If there has been distress both at the pro- 
ducer and the consumer levels of the food busi- 
ness, it, has not been notable in the middle. 

General Foods, Inc., reported net profit after 
taxes for the first six months of this year 34 
per cent higher than in 1952. Standard Brands 
reported a 13 per cent rise for the same period. 

For the first 26 weeks of this year, Armour 
and Co. earned a net profit 47 per cent higher 
than for the same period last year. Beatrice 
Foods for the first quarter of this year reported 
a 29 per cent profit increase over 1952. For the 


12 months ending last May 31, General Mills 


earned after taxes 20 per cent more than in the 
previous year. The 11 food corporations which 
have so far reported net earnings for nine 
months of 1953 show a combined net profit in- 
crease of 12 per cent. 

By and large, the processors seem to have 
been doing all right. Wholesalers and retailers 
may not be so well off, but still they have not 
sent any caravans to Washington. It is the pro- 
ducer and the consumer who are being squeezed. 
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Threatening the Attorney General 

If Attorney General Dalton of Missouri was 
correct in understanding that a State Senator 
threatened retaliation for Missouri's participa- 
tion in the offghore-oil suit, the Senator should 
be named. 

Otherwise, other Senators may draw suspicion 
on themselves by opposing the appropriation 
asked by the Attorney General's department. 
That was the retaliation Mr. Dalton mentioned. 

It would have been best if Mr. Dalton had 
been specific when he made the charge. It 
would be better if he would be specific now. But 
the Senator in question need not wait on the 
Attorney General. i

self. If he does not do so, and is identified later, 
many people will be likely to conclude that he 
kept silent because of a guilty conscience,

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Three Views of the Farm Problem

The farm policy speech which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower delivered in Kansas 
City two days after Wisconsin's Ninth 
District voters exposed their dissatis- 
faction with Administration farm poli- 
cies was a complete example of why 
there is so much evidence of farmer 
disaffection toward the Administration. 


Farm prices have fallen some 6% 
per cent since the Republicans took 
over. 


No matter how factually and fairly 
it can be argued that this was merely 
a projection of a decline which had set 
in under the Democrats and was due to 
Democratic policies of the past, the fact 
remains that farm prices have taken a 
drop since January which the farmers 
feel and which many of them resent. 

It.is also evident that farmers as a 
group are anxious about this condition 
‘and want and expect something vigor- 
ous and positive to be done about it. 


It is at least clear beyond serious 
doubt that Wisconsin's Ninth District 
voters feel this way; and Republican 
samplings of many other farm districts 
have produced the same conclusion. 

What did the President offer the 
farmer in the face of this condition? 


He offered them not a farm policy 
but an assertion that there would be 
a farm policy. 


To the farmer looking for a concrete 
end to his anxieties and uncertainties, 
all of this adds to just a request that 
the farmer wait while the Administra- 
tion continues the patchwork of price 
supports which it has inherited, plus 
drouth relief and a few minor meas- 
ures, and have confidence it eventually 
will get him a good farm program. 


The President did not describe a 
farm program. 


He described the process by which 
programs sometimes are worked out 
and put through the Congress and 
finally enacted as legislation. 


The description of the process ex- 
posed the fact that the Administration, 
although it has been nine months in 
office, does not have anything which 
could be called a farm program. 

Now all of this is commendable as 
an exercise in candor, although it 
would have been even more candid to 
say simply that there isn’t any farm 
mer Bhar yet; only an operation toward 
getting one. 

However, from the point of view of 
practical politics, it is as bad as saying 
nothing. 

No Republican Representative or 
Senator in a farm district can take that 
speech and go before his constituents 
and point to a single tangible, specific 
promise. 

He can only point to it and say: 
“See, down in Washington they are 
working hard at trying to figure out 
what they should do for you next year.” 

That puts the Republican who must 
run in a farm constituency at a tremen- 
dous disadvantage against a Democrat

When the 1952 presidential campaign 
was in progress, farmers wanted to 
know from the candidates what they 
would offer in a farm program. 

The farmers showed no inclination 
to give up what they had until they 
were offered something better. Eisen- 
hower promised that he would continue 
the present program, including price 
supports at 90 per cent of parity upon 
basic crops, until the law expired at 
the end of 1954. 

Meanwhile, he promised, efforts 
would be made to prepare a new pro- 
gram, which, it was hoped, would come 
nearer answering all farm needs. 

Critics of this Administration seem 
to forget that we do have a farm pro- 
gram and that it is the same one we 
had with the last Administration. Sec- 
retary Benson has employed every facet 
of it. Yet we continue to have troubles 
with farm prices and farm surpluses. 

The facts, themselves, indicate a 
need for a better program. It must not 
be forgotten that the present farm laws 
are the result of many years of efforts 
on the part of both Republicans and 
Democrats. 

Conditions, however, have changed 
abruptly over the years. The first 
farm laws were written in the midst of 
depression. Then followed the war. 

There is no such thing as pulling a 
new and better program out of a hat. 

And as the President promised, there 
{is a broader and more comprehensive 
effort than ever before attempted to 
write a new program. It is now near 
completion and will be ready for pres- 
entation to Congress in January.

Memories of Miss Cather 


WILLA CATHER: A MEMOIR, by Elizabeth Shep- 
ley Sergeant. (Lippincott, 288 pgs., $3.50.) 

Willa Cather was one of that gifted 
and resolute regiment about whom the 
less gifted, the less resolute wonder 
how they can give up so much. The 
answer may be that the gifted and reso- 
jute in literature can give forth so 
much, and so much that is timeless and 
ever radiant amid the suberabundant 
and often tawdry contemporary. 

The creatively productive life ts like- 
ly to be at best an exigent series of 
compromises, and artists like Willa 
Cather rigorously compromise in favor 
of the precious conditions that enhance 
their creativity. Certainly among this 
artist’s strengths was “a magnificent 
gift for seclusion,” which “she applied 
. . . ruthlessly to men and things.” * 

When, fresh from Bryn Mawr and 
carrying an article on sweated tene- 
ment workers, Elizabeth Shepley Ser- 
geant first met her, in 1910, Willa Ca- 
ther was a sort of 
‘livinity called Man- 
aging Editor of Mc- 
Clure’s Magazine— 
“a matchless being 
— unique in her 
kind, in her age.” 

Having declared 
her attitude with 
that encomium, Miss 
Sergeant, who has 
“never in truth met 
anyone at all” like 
the “buoyant, rath- 
er square” woman 
who struck her with 
the impact of “crude 
oil, red earth, ele- 
mental strength and resoluteness,” pro- 
ceeds to tell a story that successfully 
blends adoration and detailed chronicle. 

Willa Cather, as her new young friend 
was to learn, “could interpose a mar- 
ble-hard wall between herself and 
whomever or whatever she wanted to 
ignore;”’ but at that first meeting “we 
started making the secret circle around 
each other.” The circle was broken only 
by Miss Cather’s death, in 1947; but it 
is chiefly with the years from 1910 to 
1931, during which the two met most 
frequently, that this memoir deals. , 

“The reason I set myself to write a 
memoir at all,” declares Miss Sergeant, 
“is that T happened to be present at 
the critical turning point when, casting 
prudence aside, she took the veil of 
final dedication to the art of fiction.” 

The affectionate friendship throve on 
“ardent talk of books, people, places,” 
but most strongly on talk of Willa Ca- 
ther’s “great passion, the literary art.” 
At least one other woman, Edith Lewis 
‘author of the recent “Willa Cather 
Living: A Personal Record”), was closer 
to Miss Cather, but Miss Sergeant fur- 
nishes details ef the novelist’s life tha 
make her book an estimable shelfmate 
for Miss Lewis’s and for the critical bi- 
ography by E. K. Brown that—also re- 
cently published—was completed by 
Leon Edel after the death of Prof. 
Brown.

Candor or Leaks? | 


In times like these caution |

Effect on Diplomacy.

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MILK STRIKE TALK 


FAIL IN NEW YORK . 


Mayor Calls Both Sides to 
City Hall After Negotia- 
tions Collapse.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30 (UP)— 
Union representatives walked 
out early today on pne.oimtions 
to end a (five-day-old dairy 
strike that shut off fresh milk 
for 12000,000 persons. 

Mayor Vincent R. Impelliteri 
immediately called dairy indus- 
try and union representatives to 
a city hall meeting with « 
sharply-worded “invitation” de- 


manding they end the “intol- 
erable and insufferable” walk- 
out. 


The .collapse in negotiations 
at 2:05 a.m. came in the face 
of mounting public protest 
against the tie-up of milk proc- 
essing and delivery, 

Members of a bargaining team 
representing five locals of the 
AFL Teamsters Union walked 
out of the negotiating room 
and told reporters they “might” 
be back. 

Robert Abelow, attorney for 
the dairy companies, said union 


representatives left the meeting | 


after telling the companies “they 
saw no further point in contin- 
uing current sessions.” 


“No further meetings have 
been scheduled,” Abelow said. 

He said the deadlock devel- 
oped with the industry offering 
a package proposal totaling $6.50 
in wage benefits and the union 
demanding a $12.50 package. 

When the strike began the 
union was demanding a $15 a 
week wage boost and other con- 
tract benefits which the com- 
panies claimed would amount to 
$90 a week for each employe. 


Impellitteri summoned . the 
bargaining committees, along 
with top executives of the 
teamsters union and executives 
of the dairy companies, to an 
11 a.m. meeting at City Hall. He 
Rave no indication of what he 
proposed to do at the meeting. 


The Mayor had. called a simi- 
Jar city hall session Wednesday, 
but canceled it when his labor 
relations adviser, Daniel Korn- 
blum, reported that ‘tangible 
progress” was being made in 
the negotiations.

The 
Government will keep on grow- 
ing bigger and so will the 
deficits. 

President Eisenhower believed 
that Americans were prepared 
to reverse this trend. His 
speeches show him ready to lead 
an effort in that direction and 
he may still do so, but f will be 
against the advice of his politi- 
cal managers.

Fix t Yourself 


RIEND of ours is spending 
F this week in bed with a bad 

cold all because he spent the 
night sleeping on the front door 
step. 

The reason why he picked this 
particular spot was that his key 
wouldn’t work and none of his 
family like him well enough to 
go down to open the door. 
Chances are that when he 
finally gets out of bed he’ll pay 
more attention to the condition 
of the lock on his door. 

Door locks need some sort of 
lubrication if they are expected 
to work smoothly. The best 
lubricant for this job is pow- 
dered graphite which you can 
buy at any hardware store in a 
special kind of little squirt. Just 
blow a little of the graphite into 
the lock through the keyhole. 


Don’t use oil on locks because 
it will become stiff in cold 
weather and will also collect 
dust and dirt. 

If you can’t get a graphite 
gun, rub some pencil lead on 
the key and then insert the key 
into the lock a few times. 

Due to the fact that people 
do a lot of moving about, many 
locks have literally hundreds of 
keys for them and many of these 
are in the wrong hands. If your 
door locks have too many keys, 
buy a new lock so you'll be sure 
of getting adequate protection. 

When a lock stops working or 
when the key breaks off inside

money by removing the lock and 
taking it down to a locksmith 
rather than having him make a 
special trip to your home to fix 
the lock. 

In cold weather the moisture 
inside a lock will often freeze 
and prevent the lock from work- 
ing. This is particularly true of 
auto door locks. What you do 
here is to insert the key and then 
hold a lighted match to it for 
a few seconds. That will usually 
produce sufficient heat to thaw 
out the lock.. Never use hot 
water on a frozen lock.

He 
has settled down in this tiny 
town of Sycamore (population 
816), “accepted a position” as a 
Mulligan stew éxpert, has a home 
of his own ard, to make sure 
that he will never wander again, 
is running for mayor. He fig- 
ures that if he is elected in No- 
vember, as he expects to be, he 
will be duty-bound to stay vut. 

Hofius is one of the best 
known hobos in the country. He 
has traveled in every one of the 
states and, in calling attention 
to himself,“ has never been a 
shrinking Violet. 

He always has good public re- 
lations because he is his own 
press agent, never failing to call, 
in every town, at the local news- 
paper office to dash off a little 
piece of philosophy or a poem 
for the paper. Then to a service 
club luncheon to speak his piece 


and get a meal and take up a t 


collection. 

By sttch means the hobo poet 
has managed to keep himself in 
the public eye and outshine even 
Jeff Davis, king and emperor of 
the Knights of the Road Hoboes 
of America, Inc., who traveled on 
an expense account arid more or 
less incognito. 

Not that Knute was any less 
loyal to his king, who knighted 
him as baron in 1949 in recogni- 
tion of his services “in our realm 
of goodfellowship.” It was just 
that King Jeff doesn’t have a 
way with editors and service 
clubs and, weighted with the 
cares of the realm, does not have 
time to make himself as popular 
as Knute. 

Hofius was born 63 years ago 
at West Middlesex, Pa., three 
doors from where Alf Landon 
had been born four years before. 
Landon, it will be remembered, 
went west and became governor 
of Kansas and a candidate for 
President. Hofius went as far 
as Sharon, Pa., and became a 
streetcar conductor. 

He lived to regret that. It 
was, he says, one of the feolish 
things he did that year of 1910. 
The other was that he got mar- 
ried. Every time he reached the 
end of the car line he wanted 
to go on, but with a wife at the 
other end he just couldn't do it. 

Then one day, he says, his 
wife ran off with the iceman. 
The next day Knute rode to the 
end of the car line and kept go- 
ing. All that he took with him 
was what he had on and the 
story about his wife and the ice- 
man. As he tells it, it made him 
allergic to ice tongs. Every time 
he hears them clang it scares 
him. He is afraid the iceman is 
bringing her back. 

That story gave him his new 
start. With it as a laugh-getter 
he built up a line of talk that 
kept him going for 37 years. He 
told that iceman story in thou- 
sands of towns and cities up and 
down the land. Heé told it so 
often that he has come to be- 
lieve it. Rotarians have rocked 
and Lions have roared at their 
luncheons over that one. They 
have filled his stomach with 
food and his hat with folding 
money. It was the best thing 
that ever happened to him—if it 

id. 


The fact of the matter is that 
Knute was not cut out for a 


times he makes you think he has 
worked at other jobs but you 
can’t be too sure. 

Hofius has never taken the 
position that the world owes him 
a living, but he collects it any- 
way. Anybody can work, he says, 
but it takes a smart one to get 
along without it.

NUTE was always good at 

buttering up ieading citizens 

and city officials. His greet- 
ing: “Fine town you got here.” 
With a hint that he might be 
persuaded to settle down. They 
would say yes, the old burg is 
about as good as the next one. 
Then he would say he was glad 
to observe that times were good, 
better than the last time he 
passed their way. And he made 
it a point to leave before wear- 
ing out his welcome. Occasional- 
ly he left behind a poem or two 
to show that his heart is in the 
right place. 


About his poems, Hofius has 
no illusions. He thinks they are 
better than some but worse than 
most. 


He calls himself “Poet Nause- 
ate,” a title he adopted when 
he observed the effect of his 
poems on some of his readers. 
He also calls himself a lecturer, 
humorist and philosopher. His 
philosophy concerning work is 
to leave it where he finds it. 
Better still, never look for it for 
fear of finding it. That way he 
keeps his standing as a man of 
letters and doesn't have to pay 
any income tax. 


But isn’t writing poems brain 
work? No, not the kind he 
writes. They come too easy. 
He could write a poem a day, 
but what’s the use? 


He is the author of a book, 
“Wail of a Rhyming Bum,” price 
10 cents in cash or, in a pinch, 
a cup of coffee in trade, in 
which case he comes out at >= 
short end because, in his judg- 
ment, no cup of coffee is worth 
more than a nickel. He feels 
strongly about this. He always 
said that if he ever settled down 
it would have to be in a town 
with nickel coffee and no park- 
ing meters. As he put it: 

1 hit the trails, 

I ride the rails, 

I biow with the breeze, 
I go where I please, 

I make my rhymes 
And get my dimes. 

Poet Hofius dashed that one 
off over.a cup of nickel coffee. 

His big mistake, he thinks, 
was in calling his book the, wail 
of a bum. For he isn’t a bum. 
He’s a bo. There’s a big differ- 
ence. A hobo will work if he 
has to, he says, though it has to 
be a clear case of having to, 
but a bum won’t work under any 
circumstances. 
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OBODY can say that Hofius 
Nrevar worked! He never 

minded lending a hand at 
something easy, like picking to- 
matoes, potatoes for a little 
change to jingle in his pants. 
He doesn’t considér that going 
against his principles. But usu- 
ally he managed to eat without 
sweat of his brow. 

He is modest about his writ- 
ings. 

“Aw; shucks,” he says, “I’m 
only a just so writer—just so’s 
I can eat.” 

Once betore Hofius went into 
politics. That was when Landon 
was running for President. He

born only three doors apart? He 
campaigned by selling his book 
for the good of the cause with 
the understanding that whatever 
was left over would go into the 
Landon campaign fund. 

As is well remembered, Lan- 
don was a heavy loser, but 
Hofius has never admitted that 
his book had anything to do with 
it. For proof he has a letter 
from Landon expressing his ap- 
preciation of the support of 
people of his native state. Nota 
word about the book. 

In the earlier years, Hofius 
rode the rods, “free as a bee, 
gay as the jay.” 

Or he made his throne on the 
top of a freight car, “with a 
broad bowl of blue above and a 
flying carpet of green beneath.” 
That was the life for Knute. 

In later years, he traveled by 
rule of thumb on the main high- 
ways, though that meant losing 
something, for he insists that 
the most significant and inter- 
esting things are not to be found 
on the main-traveled roads. And 
always there were motorists who 
gave him the air instead of a 
ride. 

In the main he followed the 
seasons, which meant Florida in 
the winter time, but he is an ac- 
commodating fellow, always will- 
ing to change his destination as 
the price of a pickup. Like 
when he was headed for Florida 
and the man who picked him up 
was going to Kansas. 

“Okay,” said Hofius. “Where 
you go, I will go,” and landed in 
Kansas. After all, what differ- 
ence did it make? 

As a tourist, Hofius always 
traveled light, walking in his 
wardrobe, carrying a bible, a 
dictionary, a razor, shaving 
brush, soap, a lead pencil, his 
scrapbook for the current year, 
and an extra shirt to change into 
if he got a chance to talk before 
a service club. In_ general, 
though, he is opposed to change, 
except in the realm of nature— 
“sunrises and sunsets, horizons, 
skies and trees, birds and bees, 
hills and streams, fields and 
woods.” For, he confesses, he 
is “a poetic old bindlestiff, an 
impecunious imp of impudence, 
a connoisseur of flophouses and 
hobo jungles everywhere.” The 
question with him and his an- 
swer to it, in the words of an- 
other, unknown poet: 

Shall we travel the road to yes- 


take, we'll find it beset with 
some sorrow. 

Let’s travel first the yesterday 
road, for though it may bring 
us pain, 

‘Twill give us joy to view old 
scenes and to meet old friends 
again. 


So I'll take the road to yester- 
day and please don’t mind if 
I dream 

Of the woods and the well and 
the campfire glow, and the 
sweet little song of the stream. 

With my soul refreshed and my 
longings hushed, and with new 
hopes from which to borrow. 

I'll pick up the staff of the 
bindlestiff, and travel the road 
to tomorrow.

said, “I’ve got a shack on an 
acre of ground. You can have 
it. I'll make it over to fou, all 
legal and regular.”

Even though 
it’s only a shack, he has a home 
now, after roaming 37 years, and 
to make it homelike he has two 
cats and a rabbit, a dozen chick- 
ens and a garden, and a job 
making mulligan stew.
